Assistant Deputy Camp Chief Training Course 

Since the merger a new training scheme was introduced and Camps 
on the basis of the new scheme were run by the Orgdnising Commis- 
sioners. There was a constant demand for,training courses in all the 
districts to provide a large number of trainees and to organise a Training 
Team for the purpose, A Training Course for Deputy Camp Chiefs 
had to be organised. This was sheduled to be held earlier. But the all 
IndianTraining Commissioner’s Conference held at Dodballapur in Mysore 
State was fixed up at the same time, and for that reason this camp had to 
be postponed, and now it will be held at our Coonoor Training Centre 
from 19th September to 25th September. 30 workers have been invited 
to take up the course. They are experienced men, since they were 
connected with the Provincia] Training Teams before, and after this 
course is over they will be put in independent charge of training work in 
the Districts. This wiil faciJitate more camps being run for the pros- 
pective Scouters. 


Non-Continuous Courses 

At a discussion we had with the National Camp Chief at the State 
Headquarters, it was suggested that Non-continuous courses should be* 
permitted as an experimental measure to enable business-men and, 
others who are not able to attend the continuous courses to equip them- 
selves for Scout-leadership.

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Training for Citizenship 
Governor's Advice to Scouts 


“There is no nobler, no better and no greater School for true 
discipline and training for the making ef a good citizen than the 
Scout Movement, "observed H.E, Sri Prakasa, Governor of Madras, 
addressing a rally of Scouts aud Guides held on 15-8-52 at the 
Presidency College grounds, Triplicane, to celebrate the Indepen- 
dence Day. | 

Expressing the hope that the Scout movement would spread 
more aud more to bring every child in the State under it, the 
Governor appealed to them to remember that their allegiance should 
be first and foremost to the land of their birth and to so live as to be 
worthy of the freedom they had won. 

About 2,000 Scouts and 1,250 Guides participated in the rally. 
The Governor on arrival unfurled the Indian Union Flag near the 
saluting base and inspected the rally accompanied by Major 
K. Raghavachari and Miss. Vedanayakam, District Commissioners. 
The inspection was followed by a march-past, the Governor taking 
the salute. 

Mr. K. Venkataswami Naidu, Minister for Endowments, who is 
the State Chief Commissioner, welcoming the Governor, said that 
the Bharat Scouts and Guides was now one integrated organisation 
of the three old movements, namely, the Boy Scout Association, 
'The Girl Guide Association and the Hindustan Scout Association. 
'The movement had a total strength of 50,000 Scouts and Guides in 
the State aud it was their hope to make this youth movement a 
great force. 

Mr. V. S. Ratnasabhapathy, Secretary, read messages received 
from the Ministers in charge of Games and Rural Welfare. 


H.E. Sri Prakasa said that he was sure that he would be voicing 
the feelings of them all when he expressed their gratitude to the 
memory of that great man who first conceived the ideals of a scout. 
“To-day when we are free and when we have no enmities or 
hostility or racial prejudices left in our hearts”, he added, " it would 
be but right that on this great day when wè celebrate the fifth 
anniversary of our freedom, we should remember Lord Baden-Powell 
who gave this ereat movement". It was given to few to see the 
fruition of their endeavours in their own life-time, But Lord Baden- 
Powell was one of the few who was déstined to see that the great 
force of the brotherhood of youth that he had set in motion had 
resulted in such good throughout the world. 
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The Governor recalled the controversies and jealousies that 
existed between various types of boy scout organisations a few years 
ago and pointed, out that to-day those controversies were hushed. 
Under the inspiring name and designation of Bharat Scouts and 
Guides, they now met under one banner for. the fulfilment of 
their aims.. Though the name might give the notion that they 
were a nationalist body as surely they were, still they would do well 
to remember that they were part of the world organisation and that 
all boys and girls all over the world were united in a common 
endeavour for world peace. Scouts and Guides were eminently 
soldiers of peace who pledged themselves to do good in simple 
things as they went about their daily avocations, That was how, 
while they did not find women in the ranks of soldiery, both men 
aud women were brought together in the Scout movement. The 
Governor congratulated the boys and girls on belonging to this 
orgatiisation and pledging themselves to do social service. 


Scout Motto. 

H.E. Sri Prakasa referred to the freedom struggle of India under 
the inspiring leadership of Mahatma Gandhi and pointed out that 
while they celebrated the Independence Day year after year, they 
Should not forget their master's teaching that their movement had 
been, was and would ever be based on human brotherhood and love. 
It knew no hatred and meant no harm to anyone. If they 
remembered this simple truth, they would be fulfilling their hopes 
and ideals withont any trouble. In the world there was much that 
made them sad and sick, But the Scout kept his head up all the 
time and was cheerful, for the great ideal embedded in his motto was 
" Be Prepared", It was good to have as one's ideal or aspiration all 
that was implied in that motto. PR 


“I feel happy ", the Governor said, “that 50,000 boys and girls 
ofthis State belonging tothe organisation of Bharat Scouts and 
Guides are already learning to prepare themselves for all contingen- 
cies and I hope that this movement would Spread more and more 
from day to day so that there is not one child in our State, rich or 
poor, who is not a member of this organisation and who is not receiv- 
ing training which this organisation alone can give, In the davs to 
come, many things may happen, for our freedom is stillin its infancy 
and for long centuries we had forgotten the art of self-sovernment- 
as others were looking after our affairs, With their departure great 
responsibilities have come upon us and thanks to the training that at 
least my generation has received at the hands of Mahatma Gandhi, we 
are able to carry on somehow or ether. The anxiety in our hearts is 
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great that the youth of the land should spring forth quickly to take 
our places which are being slowly vacated as they needs must be 
under the stress of Nature's law. The freedom of the country its 
greatness, all depend upon how you conduct vourselvcs in life. "And 
I think there is no nobler, no better, no greater school for true disci- 
pline or training for the making of a “good citizen than the great 
scout movement." 


A nation's freedom, H.E. Sri Prakasa said, was of little value if 
its citizens did not respond to various situatiovs as free men and 
women shouid do. ‘‘ While you are no doubt joined up with the 
youth of all countries of the world in common brotherhood and 
sisterhood, vou will alwavs remember that vour allegiance should be 
first and foremost to the land of your birth. I pray that vou mav so 
live as to be worthy of the freedom that we have won”. 


Mrs. Mary N. Clubwala, State Commissioner (Guides), propos- 
ing a vote of thanks, announced that the Governor had consented to 
become a Patron of their Association and would give a donation of 
Rs. 500. The Madras Government who was spending Rs. 25,000* 
on this movement, she urged, should spend at least ten times that 
amount if they should give the full benefit of Scouting and guiding 
to the young people.

The First World Scouters’ Indaba took place at Gilwell Park, 
the International Scout Training centre, Chingford, England from 
14th to 24th July 1952. India was represented by fourteen delegates 
coming from the following States as shown below: |

The Indian contingent was led by Sardar Hardial Singh of 
Taradevi, Simla, Sri S. R. Prasad of Mysore acted as his Deputy. 
Onlv eight of the contingent led bv the Deputy leader left Bombay 
by S. S. Maloja on 26th of May, 1952. The rest joined the party in 
instalments, The leader arrived London by plane on 5th Julv. Before 
the contingent was fully íormed the advance party had finished a 


wide tour in Scotland Northern Wales, Ireland and England, visitiug 
mauy of the interesting places and scenes. 


The contiugent had been lodged at the Head-quarters of the 5th 
Clapham Scout Group through the direction of the Imperial Scout 
Headquarters. Most of the days the contingent cooked its own food 
and looked after its own affairs. The Scouters and Scouts and other 


Officers of the said Group showed extraordinary hospitality to the 
contingent, 


'The contingent moved to the Gilwell Park on the 15th morniug 
aud was assigned its place to lay-out its camp. Ina short while seven 
tents were pitched and a beautiful and colourful gate- way was erected 
which was the tallest in the whole camp and attracted everv camper 
aud visitor. The two lady members of the contingent were provided 
accommodation in the Ladies’ Section. The camps were verv close 
to one another and each camp presented a different style. Gilwell 


began to be busy and buzzy iu a short while. Good food was supplied 
in plenty from a ,supply Depot and. each camp had to cook its 
own food, | | 


The Indaba was opened by Lord Rowallan. Chief Scout of the 


British Commonwealth and Empire. There were present 650 
delegates representigg 51 nations. At the opening the flags of these 
51 mations were unfurled over tall poles and saluted the delegates:

houla l contingent but mixedup. Lotd 
Rowallan in his opening speech mad : 


e the purpose of Indaba very 
clear and cautioned that there shouid not bé over organisation So a5 
to curb the freedom of delegates to move froin camp to camp in order 
to establish contacts for fellowship ana sharing. Col. J. Wilson the 
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Director of the International Bureau directed the Indaba with the 
assistance of Mr. A. W. Hurll, the Indaba Commissioner and Mr. 
Thurman, the Gilwell Training Chief and an efficient committee of 
50 experienced Scouters. 


The programme consisted of theatrical performances, Cinema 
shows, Television, Cub, Scout and Rover demonstrations, 
demonstration by groups of handicaped children, camp fires, Social 
gatherings and excursions to Industries and places of importance in 
England. One night a two hour camp fire was televised. On the 
visitors' days more than five thousand cubs, Scouts, Guides, Rovers, 
Scouters and Old Scouts visited the camp each day apart from 
partrons and well wishers. All arrangements were pucca and there 
was no cause for any complaint. 


The Indaba was a grand success though it was the First one. It 
looked as though it had been the product of experiences of several 
Indabas. Judging by the unique success one could say that the Indaba 
has come to stay. ‘Those who concieved the idea of the Indaba and 
those who were responsible for the choice of Gilwell for its first venue 
and the expert committee in charge of arrangments need to be 
congratulated. A thorough spirit of International fellowship and 
unity prevailed from the begining to the end and was indicative of the 
aim of the Scout movement for the International peace. Excepting 
for Russia all other nations, big and small participated in the 
fellowship. It can be said that never in the History of Scouting the 
World Brotherhood was so in evidence as at this Indaba. 


The closing ceremony was conducted in the presence of the 
Duke of Glouchester who expressed gratification at the spelendid 
success of the Indaba and wished the movement a brighter future. 
During the gatherings it was often sung “ Gilwell, Oh Happy Land" 


Well, Gilwell is not only a happy land but it is a wonder land for 
the High moral and spiritual standard it maintains. It hasa 
personality and every one who sojourns there contributes to that 
personality leaving behind his sublimated spirit. Before and after the 
Indaba, Wood Badge Training courses in Cubbing, Scouting and 
Rovering were conducted. Two of the Indian contingent under 
went training in Cubbing, 

Pakistan was represented by 9 delegates. The Pakistan and the 
Indian Union contingents co-operated splendidly in all the 
demonstrations. India as usual mgde a great impression on this 
International Group. On Sunday special services were arranged for 
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the various denominational groups and there was also a Scouts’ own 
which was led by the Arch Bishop of Canterbury. 


It is needless to say that it was rare opportunity for the Indian 
contingent to have particioated in this memorable event. We have 
taken back to our country many happy memories, the friendship of 
many new friends and perhaps above all else a renewed and greater 
belief in Scouting with boys. 

Again the same 8 members of the contingent returned by M. S. 
Willam Ruysa Duch liner aftera short tour over the continent 
reaching: Columbo on the 15th of August, Some of these passed 
through Madras and were guests of our State Association.
